In order to differentiate concisely but adequately between the many 
ufo shapes and types reported in 1974-1975, the following catalogue describes 
and (for future reference) codes the various forms presently recognized by 
Data Research . These codes appear in several of the summaries and analyses, 
detailed on later pages and have been segregated into common (or comparatively 
common) types and less common (or rare) types.

VEHICLE INTERFERENCE CASES FOR 1974-1975 

By D.N. MANSELL 


Vehicle interference is usually put down to electro magnetic effects, 
whether this is true no one knows, it could well be a force field unknown to us. 
However we do know that vehicles have been effected very badly, when a UFO 
has been in close proximity. 


The effects on vehicles and occupants are numerous, as seen by the 
catalogue, the most common being, engine failure, headlight and radio failure. 

As for the occupants, they suffer from shock, fear, electric shocks and some are 
paralysed. Cars have been taken over by some other force and driven for many 
miles, occupants included. 


Vehicle interference seems to occur in any country, some of the countries 
involved being: Belgium, United States, Spain, Zimbabwe, Australia, England, 
Denmark, New Zealand and Brazil, but in other years, cases occur all over the 
globe, in the air and at sea. 








It is noteworthy that in many of the 1974-75 cases, occupants were seen 
in many of the UFOs, here are a few examples:- three humanoids, in one piece 
suits, walking like robots:- large humanoid figure, wearing a suit like a divers, 
had a light on his collar:- ten small humanoids, about feet tall emerged 
from one craft and collected soil samples:- on others, types of robots have 
been seen near the craft. 

Various coloured lights have been seen on the craft, ranging between, red, 
green, blue, gold, white and multicoloured, it should be noted, several of the 
craft have had a blue glow surrounding them. 

Not included in vehicle interference, are vehicles and craft which 
disappear, usually in front of other witnesses. Several occurred during 
1974 and 1975, perhaps the most noteworthy case, being a British police 
car chase. The patrol car, a Ford Granada, was about to pull up a Ford Cortina 
for speeding. The police crew, a Sergeant and Constable, had taken the number 
of the Cortina and with flashing lights pulled along side, instantly the 
Cortina, a black one and its one male occupant, disappeared before their eyes. 

The police sergeant, was off sick for months, the constable for 5 months, 
neither would go on that stretch of road again, incidently, the registration 
number did not exist. No names or area can be given for obvious reasons. 

Cases have occurred like this, in several parts of the world, including the 
Soviet Union and really, they are a type of vehicle interference, perhaps 
not an electro magnetic one. 

I hope this brief article, will help readers understand a little more 
about vehicle interference and what it involves.

LANDINGS 


As you can see by the catalogue, there have not been a great number 
of landings during 1974 and 1975, but it must be remembered, we can only 
list those we receive, there must be many more reported to various organisations 
around the world. 

However, of the landings reported, there are many noteworthy cases. During 
1974 there were twelve cases, which involved entities seen by witnesses, this is 
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one example: 

On January 7th at Warneton in Belgium, the witness was driving his car, when 

ttie engine, radio and headlights failed. He then noticed a craft, with 

tripod legs, resting in a field. Two humanoids walked over to his car, while the 

third stood by the object, the figures were wearing one piece suits and 

walked not unlike robots. The witness felt a shock at the back of his head 

and heard a modulated sound, they then returned to the craft, it took off 

and disappeared.

In 1975, again there were twelve cases involving entities, with several 

very good cases coming out of Norway, these are not included in the catalogue, 

as they are still under investigation. For 1975, we have given typical 
landing example, without entities involved:- 

In July a family near Hobart, Tasmania, Australia, were travelling in their 
car, when the interior suddenly became hot and the engine stalled. They 
saw an object about 200-300 metres ahead of them, hovering just off the road. 

The craft was 4-5 metres in width, was round and luminous, it took off after 
a couple of minutes.

SINGING, NO INSECT SOUNDS, EVEN THE COWS IN THE FIELD APPEARED 
MOTIONLESS, AND AS HE TRIED TO APPROACH THE OBJECT WAS HIMSELF 
UNABLE TO MOVE A MUSCLE, AS IF PARALYSED. 

Dogs can, it seems sense the approach of UFOs before humans, 

THE DETECTION COULD BE BASED ON VIBRATIONS, KEENER HEAR ING OR 
ACUTE SENSE OF SMELL. ONE WITNESS TAKING HIS DOG FOR A WALK

ONE STARTLING FACT IS REVEALED AND THAT IS THEY ALL DISPLAYED 
SYMPTONS OF EXTREME FEAR AND PANIC AT THE APPROACH OF A UFO.

1975 Abduction 


Perhaps one of the most famous abduction cases which was 
WIDELY PUBLICIZED IN 1975 WAS THAT OF TRAVIS WALTON. MANY 
BOOKS HAVE BEEN WRITTEN ABOUT IT, INCLUDING AN AUTO-BIOGRAPHY. 

Travis Walton was a member of a seven man woodcutting team 

WHICH HAD A GOVERNMENT CONTRACT TO CLEAR AWAY BRUSHWOOD IN THE 
APACHE-SITGREAVES NATIONAL PARK IN ARIZONA. U.S.A. AFTER A 
DAY'S WORK THE TEAM WERE DRIVING BACK TO THEIR BASE WHEN THEY 
SAW A LARGE, LUMINOUS OBJECT ABOVE SOME TREES. 

They all described it as a glowing object with a gold/white 
light. It appeared solid with windows, the size being approx. 

FIFTEEN TO TWENTY FEET ACROSS. It WAS CIRCULAR IN SHAPE LIKE 
TWO "PI E-PANS" PLACED TOGETHER WITH A SMALLER ROUND SHAPE ON THE 
TOP. 

Walton suddenly jumped from the wagon and ran closer to the 
object. His workmates shouted to him to come back, then 

SUDDENLY A BLUE RAY FLASHED OUT FROM THE OBJECT AND W ALT ON 
FELL TO THE FLOOR. 

Driven by fear, the men dr»ve to town and returned with the 
police. There was no sign of Travis Walton, despite extensive 

SEARCHES. 

Five days later, Walton turned up, ragged and unshaven, outside 

THE NEARBY TOWN OF SNOWFLAKE. 

His story was one of the most bizzare, controversial abduction 

CASES EVER TO BE TOLD, HE EVEN UNDERWENT A LIE-DETECTOR TEST, 
BUT FAR FROM ESTABLISHING THE TRUTH, THE VALIDITY OF THE TEST 
BECAME AN ISSUE ITSELF.
